The Illinois Emergency Relief 0pm- 
mission says It needs $13,125,897 for 
December. It Is saving $1,04,609 out 
of the November allotment from the 
PERA and Is likely to get $12,000,000 
more from Washington. Governor 
Horner also wants the PERA to turn 
over about $13,000,000 for January. 
The regular session ot the legislature 
Is then expected to raise the $36,00(^« 
000 by taxation In eome form. 

Democratie National Commltlee- 
man Nash and Mayor Kelly of Chi- 
cago are urging Gov. Homer to raise 
the sales tax to 3 per cent. This 
■would bring In more than $60,000,- 
000. Loss than ^0,000.000 is needed 
for state purposes even with the old 
property tax abolished. 

Governoi* Homer l$as announced 
that he -will not raise the sales tax, 
but \l inclined to "extend its base." 
Those close to the governor say that 
' under the Supreme Court decision de- 
claring tho sales, or occupational, 
tax, constitutional, the state can tax 
all occupations. The governor is said 
to have legal opinion favorable to a 
plan that would permit him to tax all 
payrolls, making the employer de- 
duct 2 per cent from wages paid and 
turn fho tax over to the state. This, 
It Is said, woulQ bring In an additional 
amount somowhoro between $3,000,- 
000 and $50,000,000 a year. 

Other plans calling for taxes on 
bank checks, cigarettes, stock market 
and board of trade transrers. etc., 
have been considered and rejected as 
lielng Inexpedient. The Democratic 
leadership Is said to feel that there 
is leas danger In taxing on unorgan- 
ised citizenry. 

Governor Homer, It U Bild, has 
about decided that to get any kind 
of legislation through, ho will have 
to turn tho administration ot relict 
back to tho various counties, instead 
of having It dominated by the Illi- 
nois EJmergehoy Relief Conunlsalon 
with its payroll of more than 9,000 
persons and Us frequently exposed 
waste, extravagance and theft. 

Politics is further complicating tho 
situation. During the Democratic 
powwow at French Lick, Ind., after 
tho election, tho bosses announced 
that State's Attorney Courtney of 
Cook county waa their choice to run 
against U. S. -Senator J. H. Lewis in 
1936. They did this to embarraaa

While some reductions in allot- 
ments set aside for clerk hire In 
county offices were decided upon by 
the board ot supervisors in meeting 
Tuesday, perhaps, the outstanding 
feature of tho action was the fact 
that for once the allotments are 
^LOtually based on the amounts which 
are believed as necessary. 

But while there has been much to 
do In meetings of the board as to the 
need of reduction of allotments by the 
board for the hiring of deputies and 
clerka 1 ncounty offices the fact of the 
matter Is that whatever the board de- 
cides Is of no consequence anyway. 
The board Is -without power to en- 
force any ruling that It might make 
In regard to any salaries that are not 
nxed by statute. 

Can Ignore Order. 
So county ofllolals can If they so 
desire may Ignore the edicts of the 
board and pay out Just as much as 
they wont to tor clerk hlro, just as 
long as they remain within the earn- 
ings ot the office. With an office like 
that of the county treasurer turning 
over from $1MX000 to $200,000 and 
that of the county clerk turning over 
from $16,000 to $18,000 in surplus 
tees Into the county treasury each 
year one can realize the futility of 
placing such limitations. 

However, It may be said for the 
beneOt of the county officials In the 
past that all ofthem have tried to 
remain within the allotments for 
clerk hire. 

Laxity In Past Years 
With the county auditor now a 
member ot the official roster of the 
county the board ot supervisors now 
is affored a more complete knowledge 
ot necessary expenditures by officials. 
In fact, it would appear that up until 
this year the board of suporvlsora 
and the finance and salaralc^ and fees 
committees In flxng allotments for 
clerk hire merely aet down figures 
wlilch had been accepted as stand- 
ards for many years without deter^ 
mining or caring as to whether, or 
not, the would be accepted. 

The committees for years allotted 
the county dork the sum of $17,505 
tor clerk hire, but tho business of tlie 
office oBpecIally that pertaining to 
tax valuation work has b908ted an- 
nual expenditures tor aaalatants un- 
til last year it totalled $21,609.89. 
Tho board has reduced this to $20,000 
tor the coming year.

"The fact that an article Is pro- 
duced for export to another state," 
hla opinion says In part, "does not 
ot Itself make It an article of Inter- 
state lommerce within the meaning 
of section 8, article 1. of the Constl- 
tuton." 

The wording of this section con- 
cerns the power to regulate Inter- 
state commerce, or transactions af- 
fecting Interstate commerce, saying 
that such power does not embrace 
the power to regulate the production 
of articles intended for commerce. 
This section Itself, In the opinion ot 
the Pure MUk Association officials. Is 
not clear. UfitU the Supreme Court 
of the United States makes a clear 
cut decision on the validity ot the 
AAA this Issue will probably not bo 
settled. 

However, Association officials are 
Informed that the decisions by Fed- 
eral Judges upholding the AAA and 
NRA exceed the number ot decisions 
agalnat It.

Sprlngnold. Nov. 29— With lU sales 
tax law extended until such time as^ 
it moy be repealed, tho state admlnls-' 
tratlon now faces Us most serious 
political and economic crisis.

000,000. '^- 

Tho Illinois Emergency Relief Com- 
mission says It needs $13,125,897 for 
December. It Is saving $1,6^,509 out 
of tho November allotment from tho 
FERA and la lllcely to get $12,000,OOf» 
more from Washington. Governor 
Horner also want* the FERA to turn 
over about 113,000.000 for January. 
Tho regular session of the legislature 
Is then expected to raise the $36,00<\* 
000 by taxation In some form. 

Democratic National Committee- 
man Nash and Mayor Kelly of Chi- 
cago are urging Gov., Homer to raise 
the sales tax to 3 per cent. This 
-would bring In more than $60,000,- 
000. Less than $30,000,000 Js needed 
for state purposes even with the old 
property tax aboliahed. 

Governor Homer l^as announced 
that he tvIU not raise the sales tax. 
but l& Inclined to "extend Its base,*' 
Those close to the governor say that 
under the Supreme Court decision de- 
claring tho sales, or occupational, 
tax, constitutional, tho state can tax 
all occupations. Tho governor Is said 
to have legal opinion fa-vorable to a 
plan that would permit him to. tax all 
payrolls, making the employer de- 
duct 2 per cent from wages paid and 
turn Che tax over to the state. This, 
It is said, woula bring in an additional 
amount somowhore betiween $3,000,- 
000 and (50.000.000 a year. 

Other plans calling for taxes on 
bank checks, cigarettes, stock market 
and board of trade traaslers. etc, 
have been considered and rejected as 
being Inexpedient. The Democratic 
leadership is aald to feel that there 
Is lefia danger In taxlns an unorgon- 
Ized citizenry. 

Governor Homer, It U >aW. has 
about decided that to get any kind 
of lefflslotlon through, he will have 
to turn tho admlnistrutlou of relief 
back to tho various counties, Instead 
of having It dominated by the 1111- 
nois Emerge^y Rallof Commission 
with Its payroll of more than 9,000 
persons and Us frequently exposed 
waste, extravagance and theft. 

Politics la further complicating the 
situation. During the' Democratlo 
powwow at French Uck, Ind., after 
the election, the bosses announced 
that State's Attorney Courtney of 
Cook county waa their choice to run 
against U. S. .Senator J. H. Lewis In 
1936.

While some reductions la allot* 
menta set aside for clerk hire In 
county offices were decided upon by 
the board of flupervlsors in meeting 
Tuesday, perhaps, the outstanding 
feature of the action was the fact 
that for on(^ the allotments are 
^ictually based on the amounts which 
are believed as necessary. 

But while there has been much to 
do In meetings of the board as to the 
need of reduction of allotments by the 
board for tho hiring of deputies and 
clerka 1 ncounty offices the fact of the 
matter la that whatever the board de- 
cides Is of no consequence anyway. 
The board la without power to en- 
force any ruling that it might make 
In regard to any salaries that ore not 
nxed by statute. 

Can Ignore Order. 
So county officials can If they so 
desire may Ignore the edicts of the 
tward and pay out just as much as 
they want to for clerk hire, just as 
long as they remain within the earn- 
ings ot the office. With an office like 
that of the county treaaurer turning 
over from $150^000 to $200,000 and 
that of the county clerk turning over 
from 115.000 to $18,000 In surplus 
fees Into the county treasury each 
year one can realize tlie futility of 
placing such limitations. 

However, It may be said for the 
benefit of the county officials In the 
past that all ofthem have tried to 
remain within the allotments for 
clerk hire. 

Laxity In Past Years 
With the county auditor now a 
member ot the official roster of the 
county the board of supervtBors now 
Is afTored a more complete knowledge 
of necessary expenditures by officials. 
In fact, it would appear that up until 
this year the board of supervisors 
and the Qnance and salamle^and fees 
committees in flxng allotments for 
clerk hire merely set down figures 
which had been accepted as stand- 
ards for many years without deter- 
mining or caring as to whether, or 
not, the would be accepted. 

The committees for years allotted 
tho county clerk tho sum of $17,505 
for clerk hire, but the business of the 
office eapeclally that pertaining to 
tax valuation work haa boosted an- 
nual oxpeudlturcB for assistants un- 
til last r year It totalled »21,CG9.89. 
The board has reduced this to $20,000 
for the coming year. 



In order that no confusion may 
exist regarding the recent ruling of 
Federal Judge Barnes that neither 
Congress nor tho Secretary of Agri- 
culture has any authority to regu- 
late milk production. Pure Milk As- 
sociation officials today Issued a clari- 
fying statement, pointing out that 
Judge Barnee' decision applied only 
to the Meadowmoor Dairies, Inc., of 
Chicago, and the Columbus Milk Pro- 
ducers' Cooperative Association of 
Aatico, Wis. 

On November Slat, Judge Barnes 
granted a permanent injunction re- 
straining the government from en- 
forcing the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration's milk licensing In the 
Chicago area, as It applies to the two 
1 oartles Involved In the complaint. No 
otEer'iftHiCjIsirlbulorB or milk pre- 
ducers are lnvoi>t*l^ 

Others may seek slmillll^ellef, but 
they must follow the same sieps?^J[]* 
addition. each.-case.ls-Judged-on th^' 
merits of testimony presented. The 
Department of Justice at Washington 
has been asked by the> AAA counsel 
for a review of thla decision by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

In granting his Iniunctlon. Judge 
Barnes agreed that the petitioners 
were engaged In Interstate commerce 
(which w^ould give the AAA jurisdic- 
tion in the case, supposedly) but he 
took issue with the contentlon^of the 
AAA that the entire Chicago saJos 
area with respect to the milk Is In the 
current of Interstate commerce — des- 
pite the fact that the Chicago Milk 
Shed extends through the states of 
Illinois, Wisconaln. and Indiana. 

"The fact that an article Is pro- 
duced for export to another state.'* 
his opinion saya in part, "does not 
of itself make it an article of Inter- 
state lommerce within the meaning 
ot section 8. article 1, of the Constl- 
tnton." 

The wording ot this section con- 
cerns the power to regulate Inter- 
state conunerce. or transactions af- 
fecting Interstate commerce, saying 
that such power doe» not embrace 
the power to regulate the production 
of articles Intended for commerce. 
This section Itself, In the opinion of 
the Pure Milk Association officials, Is 
not clear. UhtU tho Supreme Court 
of the United States makes a clear 
cut decision on the validity ot tho 
AAA this Issue will probahly not be 
settled. 

However, Association officials ore 
Informed that the decisions by Fed- 
eral Judges upholding the AAA and 
NRA exceed tho number of decisions 
agalnat It. The AAA License Is still 
In effect on the Chicago market as 
before. In fact, Secretary-Manager 
Don Geyer and a Committee of three 
Directors are in Washington at the 
present time seeking amendments 
which will place the Association in a 
stronger poslton.

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IS BUSINESS RARIN* TO GO? 

"For the first t4me since depression began," said 
Henry I. Harriman, President of the Unitetl States 
Chamber of Commerce, recently, "business is rarin* to 
SO." 

Mr. Harriman did not elaborate upon that statement, 
but the thought behind it is not difficult to trace. When 
the crash came, business men could not believe that it 
was true — practically all of them, in company with the 
nation's principal economists and most government ex- 



perts, were of the opinion that the set-back was purely 

temporary, and that recovery would follow within a very ; government may soon start as a prisoner on the long trek 



worthless and outmoded. And here are some of the 
results: 

Italy is under the rule of an iron-handed dictator 
who has abrogated freedom of speech, freedom of action 
and freedom of the press. Under his direction, it is true, 
great material progress has been made — at the expense of 
almost all the indivdual and corporate liberties for which 
the great Italian liberators fought. 

Gcrnuny exists under a similar, but much more 
ruthless dictatorship. Party government has disappeared 
— when election time comes, the German people have 
the "privilege" of voting either "yes" or "no" on the 
proposition of whether they like the present Rcichleadcr 
or not. Those who vote "no" arc very apt to find them- 
selves dispossessed residents of concentration camps be- 
fore another week rolls aroutid. Newspapers may.publish 
nothing without governmental permission — dnd the 
slightest criticism of the existing regime is sufficient to 
cause the suspension of a publication and imprisonment 
of its editors. 

In Russia, a different "ism" obtains, but conditions 
arc almost precisely tike those in Germany. A. ruthless 
secret police has thousands of spies at work in the coun- 
try — and anyone who expresses disapproval of the Stalin 
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short time. Recovery didn't come, and for the next 
year or two industry staggered around blindly, going 
from bad to worse, without a single bright cloud being 
observed in the economic skies. 

Then came the Democratic victory — and business, 
which had considerable faith in Mr. Hoover, even though 
he couldn't pull good times out of a hat, was frankly 
worried. The Roosevelt experiments obviously marked a 
new era in American government — no President in his- 
tory had been so daring, none had tampered so mucli 
with the existing financial and industrial machinery. 
Diuring the first two years of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the attitude of business was one of slightly hostile 
observation — it waited, not only to sec what was going 
to happen, but what the verdict of the public would be 
at the polls. 

That verdict was given last month, when the voters 
in" the words of Willi.im Allen White, all but crowned 
Mr. Roosevelt. According to .m Associated Press dis- 
patch of November 17, business and government have 
definitely united in a mighty Joint effort to produce re- 
covery. The representative of business in this matter 
was Mr. Harriman — government was represented by 
NRA's head man, Lawyer Donald Richbcrg. and James 
A. MofT.itt, head of the great housing administration 
which hopes to put new financial blood into heavy in- 
dustries by making it possible for people to build new 
homes and repair old ones more cheaply than they could 
in the past. 

Mr. Harriman made the statement that heads this 
article after he called on Mr. Richbcrg — and he added a 
sentence of great importance: That there was no differ- 
ence of opinion between the two men. He then said 
that business was entering a new period of "realism," and 
was leaving the painful period of "readjustment," be- 
hind. 

\<'hat that means, of course, is that industry and the 
Administr.^tion arc gradually arbitrating their differ- 
ences. Many observers are of the opinion that Mr^ 
Roosevelt Is now moving toward the "right," ^^-xvX^

The list could be continued, but these examples will 
serve to show the "improvements" on democratic gov- 
ernment that have been inaugurated in Europe. One 
wonders what those who scoff at fundamental American- 
ism would like to give us in exchange for it.

WHERE DO JOBS COME FROM? 

In a recent newspaper article, Richard Washburn 
Child, former Ambassador to Italy, and a noted author^ 
pointed out that there arc only two sources of Jobs a^4 
payrolls: 

One source is government. Tlic other is industry. 

Jobs can be provided by government in but two 
ways. Hither all businesses must be nationalized and op- 
erated by a bureaucracy, or government must continual- 
ly borrow more money, raising taxes all the whilc» in 
order to put idle people to work. 

Under the first, government will inevitably become 
communistic in principle. The worker is a tool of the 
state — he lives solely to advance the interest of the poli- 
tical ruling class. He is regarded as a machine, to be 
worked as cheaply as possible until he wears out — and 
then he is thrown Into a human scrap heap. 

Under the second, all may be merry for a while — 
until government's source of credit dries up. It becomes 
impossible to raise more money through taxes — busi- 
nesses and individuals have already been bled white. 
Obligations cannot be met — and government goes into 
bankruptcy. 

One of these plans must inevitably be followed if we 
depend upon government to permanently provide us 
with work and livelihood. But it seems mpossiblc that 
tlie American people will pursue that Utopian will-y'^.

TAKE A LOOK ABROAD 
Critics of the American form of government, who 
have grown more numerous and vocal than usual during 
the past five years, might find It easier to convince the 
Anurican people that revolutionary change is necessary 
if it were not for the examples of Europe. 

There, since the war, almost every conceivable gov- 
crnnTjntal "ism" has been tried. With the exceptions of 
a few countries, democracy has been thrown overboard as 



DAMS— FORTY YEARS AGO AND NOW 

Among the news reports as published In the Antloch 
News forty years ago this week appeared the announce- 
ment that a group of clti/cns in the chain'of lakes region 
were advocating the rebuilding of the Fox river darn at 
McHenry for the purpose of raising water levels in the 
lakes. A petition bearing five hundred names had'becn 
influential in placing a bill for the dam before the legisla- 
tors at Springfield. The cost of the project was es- 
timated at $800. 

Compare that figure to the vast sums being spent to- 
day by the federal government in the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, a vast hydro-power project that is to cost 
over $300,000,000 of taxpayers' money. The cost in- 
cludes the building of seven dams at $200,000,000. and 
lines and systems to cost another $100,000,000. 

The consequences of this gigantic exjK'nditure of 
money (which the administration claims will relieve' un- 
employment) is certain to result in annihilation of coal 
markets and the shut-down of many coal mines, making 
thousands of miners jobless; large losses of revenue to 
railroads; ruin to private utilities, and loss of revenue to 
priv.itc investors who have 781 millions of dollars Invest- 
ed in the region affected. And the taxpayers foot the 
bill to the tunc of a half billion dollars. 

The Appalachian Coals, Inc. of Cincinnati, has re- 
ferred to the Tennessee Valley Authorty (TVA) as "The 
Vision Asinine." It's all of that, and more.

New Roof Over Old 

Adds to Insulation 

A\Tien replacing an existing shin- 
gle roof, a saving may he effected by 
ro-rooflng directly on top of the oM 
material. In addition to tho elimin- 
ation of tho cost of tearing off the old 
shingles, other advantages exist. Tho 
roof will ho stiffer. Insulation value 
will be Increased. Dirt, both Inside 
and out, will ho n\x)lded. 

Any rooflng matoral not of eicca- 
slve weight such as wood or composi- 
tion shingles may bo used. Tho roof 
is prepared for the job by nailing 
down loose shingles, splitting and 
nalllngicurled shlnglcs/roplaclng mlds- 
Ing shingles. Cut away tho shingles 
for about two Inches on nil edges of 
the roof and replace by wooden 
strips. This -will give a good flnlsh 
and a solid nailing surface. 

Nail tho singles In the usual man- 
ner, using about five penny nails, 
large headed, copper or zinc coated. 
These will be long enough to pass 
through tho old roof. 



Medical Advice Is Cheap 

Medical advice la cheap. I mean, 
of course, that In the long run it 
pays to seek expert advice early, 
whatever the cost. As the safety 
engineers say, "It is 
better to bo safe than 
sorry," 

The Idea for this 
caution grew out of 
the experience of two 
mothers who banked 
too heavily on smat- 
terings of popular 
information. One mother, caught 
in tho wave of enthusiasm follow- 
ing tho announcement of Vioatcrol, 
failed to heed the warning- on the 
pockagv to the elTect that "dosage 
ohould be regulated bv a physi- 
cian." 

Tho second mother heard that 
iodine was essential to health; in- 
deed, it was oven beinsr eiven to 
children at school in some parts of 
the country. It seemed so safe; the 
literature so convincing. She start- 
ed feeding a salt preparation to' 
her daughter. Here were two In- 
stances where tho eagerness of 
mother love blotted out that ever- 
important quality "common sense." 

Both cases camo to grief; for- 
tunately though, prompt medical 
care prevented actual tragedies. 
The possibilities were sufficiently 
grave, however, to J us tif y th Is 
warning. Don't fool with drugs. 
Don't treat illness on hearsay. 
Don't rely on limited information. 
And don't believe all you read In 
advertisements. You may pay 
dearly in tho end. The most eco- 
nomical procedure always Is to find 
out what is wrong, to have faith In 
your physician and to follow his 
advice.

There has been considerable mis* 
apprehension about tho term." "Judg- 
ment note." Many people would seo 
their lawyer and Instruct him to reg- 
ister or "fllo" tho note. In so far as 
the laws are concornctl, a Judgntont 
note dirrers very little En)m tho usual 
and ordinary note. Ttte only differ- 
ence and advantage .for the^ holder 
of the judgment note Is that whon a 
suit is filed thereon In tho courts, no 
summons Is requiretl to bo sfirv-ed on 
tho maker of tlio nolo. While 'on tho 
ordinary note, boforo a Judgntont con 
be entered, a summons must "bo la- 
sued and served bofore tho Court will 
hear the matter and enter a Judg- 
ment. The value of a Judgement 
note lies In tho fact that it pos.Hible 
to obtain a judgment practically In- 
stantly, and onco a Judgment la en- 
tered, tho owner of It can attach 
property or garnishee money In the 
space of time that It would ordin- 
arily take a case to come to trial on 
an ordinary note. 



Thoro nro several forma ot judg- 
ment notes. It can usually bo Iden- 
tified by a jwiragraph of small print 
contained on It. Some forms Imvo a 
provision Uiat entitles tho holder to 
obtain a Judgment at any time. Irru- 
spoctivo of whon the note comos duo, 
Other forms provide that no judg- 
ment can bo taken until tho note ac 
tuaily falls duo by Its terms. An- 
other featuro of judgment notes Is 
that thoy usually provide for attor- 
ney's fees and expenses to be added 
lo and become a part of tho amount 
due. while, on tho ordinary nolo, at- 
torney's fees cannot bo collecte*!. 

Tho Judgment note como Into ex- 
istence to provide additional secur- 
ity for tho holder when no collateral 
wa.s otlierwlse available. The addi- 
tional security ot It Is regarded In 
the sense that by the Immedlalo ac- 
tion which Is poaslblo thcroon tho 
holder can protect his Interests.

Although fresh fouds are usually 
considered superior to tho canned Id 
liuvor, tliey are not always. To cita 
one example— peach pickle Is a deli- 
cacy on any table. And If care la 
taken In the cooking process the 
canned foods will have approximately 
the same food value as the fresh. 

Save the Vitamin*. 

in canning any one of these threa 
foods- peuclios, grupea or corn— car* 
should be taken to avoid oxldiitlon and 
over-cooking as this is deatructivo to 
the Vitnmlna A and C, one or both of 
which la present In good quantities In 
each of these foods and should not bt 
lost. 

Whether you are canning vegetables 
or fruits, be sure that you select fresh, 
firm products In excellent condition. 
Cleanliness Is another item of para 
mount Importance. In canning vege- 
tables tlrst scrub them thoroughly In 
running water ir possiltle, then pre- 
pare them as for table use and cook 
tham Immediately Whun completely 
heated to the bo\llng point, put In 
clean hot Jars and seal tightly. 

Not all vegetables nro attrnctlvt 
when canned; corn la one of the com 
pnratlvuiy few which la popular in 
canned form as well as when fresh. 
A can of corn Is one of the mn.st con 
vcnlcnt things a housewife can bavf 
on hand, for by adding to It milk, 
cheese or egg, slic can create t coa»' 
plete meul In one dish.
